Georgia Officer Refuses Salute. 
Even this afternoon the junior officer of 
one of the Georgia -egiments mounted and 
was saluted by a squad of the colored com- 
pany as he rode by, but he straightened up 
in his saddle and passed on without return- 
ing the salute required by the regulation. 
By reason of the friction and to avoid a 
possible row orders have been promulgated 
forbidding the use of the bayonet. As each 
regiment detrains it is at once inspected to 
see if any forbidden ammunition is on hand. 

On account of the present feeling, how- 
ever, another inspection has been ordered. 
as one high officer expressed the opinion 
that some ball cartridges could be found. 
This last inspection, however, is being car- 
ried out so stringently and thoroughly it 
is hardly possible any real bullets will be 
found when the troops go into action.

Republicans Work Hard to Swell Their 
Plurality for Effect.

Montpelier, Vt., Sept. -*5.—[Special.]—Ver- 
mont is to act as the political thermometer 
for the country tomorrow, and republican 
managers are hoping the indication will be 
for republican success. The state election, 
with the foregoing candidates in the field, 
will be held then. 

The importance of the state elections in 
both Vermont and Maine has been em- 
phasized by the republican national com- 
mittee, and no efforts have been spared to 
get a plurality in the former state of at least 
25,000. The democratic managers have no 
expectations of winning. Their fight is to 
reduce the opposition's plurality to less than 
25,000, and thus give color to their state- 
ments that republican strength is waning 


throughout the country and point to signifi- 
cant democratic gains. 


Basis of Comparison Is Faulty. 

The basis of comparison offered by the elec- 
tion two years ago is faulty, as the question 
of high license then entered to break up the 
regular party lines and resulted in “ no elec- 
tion.” Gen. John McCullough, republican, 
received 31,778 votes and failed of a majority. 
The election then was thrown into the general 
assembly and he was chosen. His democra.ic 
opponent, Felix W. McGettrich, polled 7,280 
votes and was completely distanced by the 
high license candidate, Percival W. Clement, 
with 28,117. Joel O. Sherburne, the prohibi- 
tion candidate, received 2,458. 

In the last presidential contest Vermont 
gave McKinley a plurality of 29,719, which 
represented a falling off of more than 10,000 
votes as compared with the campaign of 
1696. This decrease was attributed to the 
feeling prevalent in the state that the suc- 
cess of the republican ticket was assured.

STORY OF LIAOYANG ASSAULT. 

YENTAIL, Sept. 3.—[ Delayed by the censor 
until Sept. 5.]—A Russian correspondent who 
has just arrived here from Liaoyang gives 
some details of the final assaults on that 
place. He says: 

At the time of the Japanese bombardment 
of the railway station the ambulances were 
in the rear of the station, from where it was 
impossible to move them. A shrapnel shell, 
which burst over the station, wounded two 
nurses, one of whom has since died. 

“The hottest fighting was on Aug. 30 and 
31, when the repeated assaults of the enemy 
were all repulsed. 

„Many companies lost all of their officers 
killed or wounded, and the men fought under 
nonc issioned officers. 

There was a lull in the firing on Aug. 31. 
Gen. Morozovsky, who was on the firing line 
the whole time, sat down with a Cossack 
picket in the shelter of the trees for a cup of 

tea and a biscuit. The Japanese artillery 
suddenly swept the woods with their fire, 
and a shell burst, wounding the general in 
the leg and tearing off his orderly’s arm.” 


URGES RULING ON CONTRABAND. 


Russian Foreign. Minister Pressed for 
Answer Regarding Two Seized 
Cargoes. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 5.—Foreign Min- 
ister Lamsdorff is being pressed by Ambas- 
sador McCormick for an answer to the repre- 
sentations of the United States in regard 
to the cargoes of the Portland and Asiatic 
line steamer Arabia and the British steamer 
Calchas, both captured by the Viadivostok 
squadron, the Calchas while bound from 
Puget Sound for Japan. 

It is undestood that the United States now 
goes to the extent of asking for the release 
of the cargoes. The foreign office, how- 
ever, is unable to give a definite response 
to the representations made pending the de- 
cision of the commission, which is examin: 
ing the question of contraband of war. 

The commission is not making much 
progress, owing to the position taken by 
Grandduke Alexander Mikhailovich, head of. 
the department of mercantile marine and 
brother-in-law of the emperor, and Grand- 
duke Alexis, the high admiral and uncle of 
his majesty, who are standing out against 
the American and British view of foodstuffs 
as conditional contraband. 


CZAREVITCH NOT DESTROYED. 


Russian Cruiser Which Was in Fight 
with Togo Uninjured in Vital 
Parts 


KIAOCHAU, Sept. 5, 4 p. m.—An inspec- 
tion was made today of the dismantied Rus- 
sian cruiser Czarevitch, which was in the 
haval fight with Admiral Togo’s fleet off 
Port Arthur on Aug. 10, after which it sought 
refuge at this port, where it was subsequently 
dismantied. 

At first sight the Czarevitch seems to be 
a total wreck, but on further examination 
this appearance was found to be due to the 
immense quantity of débris which had not 
been cleared away. 

The general opinion of those who made a 
close inspection was that the Czarevitch was 
far from incapacitated, and that it was 
capable of inflicting heavy damage upon the
